|—Jfcnnients?-in this country engaged almost exclusively in 


manufacturing war materials or incidentals reaped net 
profits during last year of $482,102,745. 
. 


' Jiuit think of these figures, attempt to fasten them, in 


your mind and get some idea of their magnitude. Why 
should not a big majority of these war-made profits be 
utilized to sustain this nation at war? The cream ol 
American manhood is conscripted for this struggle with 
autocracy, and that being the case, should not any and 
every American concern be willing—and if unwilling be 
forced by due process of law—to give reasonably of then- 
profits due to that war to the support of .this American 
manhood and the sacred free institutions of our gov- 
ernment.

And, remember also, that the 
above figures represent the earnings of but twelve of the 
principal concerns in the manufacture of war materials.

Why 
should not a big majority of these war-made profits be 
utilized to sustain this nation at war? The cream ol
